Statement by Adenauer. 


At Bonn, West German 
Chancellor Adenauer declared 
today the “entire responsibility” 
for the fate of the proposed 
European army now rests with 
France. 

“The French National Assem- 
bly must now decide whether 
- . » it wishes to accept the re- 
sponsibility for the destruction 
of the European army project,” 
Adenauer said. 


In Paris, former French For- 
eign Minister Georges Bidault 
declared “it is impossible to 
think that the Brussels confer- 
ence marks the end of the Euro- 
pean policy of France.” 

In a statement to the press, 
Bidault, who favored ratification 
of the old EDC treaty, declared: 

“I shall never be resigned to 
admitting the failure of the pol- 
icy which, in close association 
with Great..Britain and the 
United States is leading toward 
integrating a democratic Ger- 
many into Europe.”

HE TRAGEDY of Europe, as seen in the failure of the Euro- 
pean Defense Community nations to agree at their meeting 
in Brussels, has one fundamental‘cause. It gets down to the 


deep, almost neurotic féar in 


France of living alone on the 


Coritinent with a resurrected Germany. i 

This fear explains many of the errors of French policy since 
World War II. It explains above all why the French feel they 
must hold on to everything they have in order to meet the com- 
petition of Germany. But the effort to apply force to hold pieces 
of the colonial empire—source of manpower and raw materials— 


has repeatedly failed and it will 


almost certainly fail again. That 


is the seemingly hopeless dilemma of France isolated after the 
Brussels conference by the refusal of the five other European 
partners to consider the sweeping changes in the EDC treaty 
proposed by Premier Mendes-France. 


What. has become evident in 
the wake of the Brussels con- 
ference is that the French As- 
sembly would probably have re- 
jected the EDC treaty with the 
reservations Mendes-France had 
attached to it. The premier, who 
up until this point had gone so 
far so fast, appears to have mis- 
calculated, if he did not actually 
deceive himself on the attitude 
of the French proponents of a 
unified Europe. 

Internal Opposition. 


He let it be known that lead- 
ing members of the Popular Re- 
publican party—Robert Schu- 
man and George Bidault— 
agreed with the need for his 
drastic modifications. Schuman 
promptly repudiated this view, 
saying that his party would vote 
in the Assembly against the 
modified EDC because they be- 
lieved it had been robbed of its 
European supra-national charac- 
ter. Andre Phillipe, one of the 
Socialist leaders favoring EDC, 
took the same stand. With these 
votes added to those of implac- 
able foes ef EDC—Communists 
on the left and Gaullists on the 
extreme right — the Mendes- 
France compromise appearéd 
doomed from the outset. 

Blame for this failure, which 
presents Western diplomacy with 
the gravest crisis since 1939, 
rests in on Great Britain. 
It was Winston Churchill who, 
in a series of speeches begin- 
ning in 1946, inspired the con- 
cept of European unity within a 
defense and economic communi- 
ty. But Britain declined to be- 
come a part of that community, 
standing aloof even from the 
coal and steel pool considered to 
be the first step toward true in- 
tegration. 

The reasons for this aloofness 
are plain enough in the ties of 
the British commionwealth so 
often put forward as justification 
for standing apart from Europe. 
Yet France is now left alone 
alongside a Germany that has 
come back with remarkable 
rapidity. Even the fact that 
Britain has committed divisions 
to the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization army in Europe does 
not overcome the French sense 
of isolation, particularly since as 
the French like to point out that 
Britain has twice been compelled 
to fight on the Continent. :

GERMANS STILL 
HAVE SOME HOPE

BONN, Aug. 23—Careéful ob- 
servers in Germany have very 
nearly, but not quite, given up 
hope that something may yet 
rescue the European defense 
agreements from history's junk- 
heap. 

This slender hope is based 
primarily on the wording of the 
communique issued in Brussels 
yesterday at the close of the six- 
power foreign minister's con- 
ference. 

It said bluntly that no “agree- 
ment” had been achieved but 
it restated with French approval 
that some German defense con- 
tribution was necessary and that 
Germany should not be per- 
mitted to become “neutralized” 
in the East-West conflict. 

The Germans are deeply dis- 
appointed at the outcome of the 
Brussels conference but there 
is a minimum of polemics here. 

Chancellor Adenauer for 
whom the conference was a per- 
sonally painful blow has set 
the tone by insisting that the 
battle is not yet lost. 

The French Chamber of 
Deputies has still to act next 
week and there is felt to be the 
slimmest sort of chance that 
the French may still accept the 
treaty in a near original form. 

Something like this is being 
urged with great earnestness on 
Premier Mendes-France by Sir 
Winston Churchill among oth- 
ers. 

The Germans have found a 
measure of comfort in the fact 
that it was the French not the 
Germans who were “isolated” 
at Brussels. The four other 
treaty partners stood stolidly 
with Adenauer against French 
demands that the European 
army treaty should be altered 
radically. 

Back in Bonn today Adenauer 
began a two-day round of con- 
ferences with government and 
opposition leaders 
Brussels meetings.

While I appreciate the strategy 
behind the silent treatment St. Louis 
newspapers afford the activities of 
this hate outfit, I honestly believe 
they may be doing a disservice to 
many genuinely troubled folk who in 
their hour of personal and family 
crisis are turning to this professional 
hate organization for guidance on 
the race issue.

This Missouri hate group was 
founded in St. Louis in the summer 
of 1951 by John W. Hamilton, a one- 
time member of the Boston Commu- 
nist party and a former associate of 
Gerald L. K. Smith. Hamilton built 
the organization from a small band of 
Smith’s defunct Christian Nationalist 
party. 

While there is a set of national 
officers, its real sparkplug remains 
its founder, John Hamilton. 

In 1948. Hamilton moved to St. 


Louis and helped Gerald L. K. Smith -, 


organize the Christian Nationalist 
party and ran for public office on 
the party ticket. Hamilton later 
split with Smith. 

Hamilton’s transition from an ar- 
dent anti-Semite to one of the na- 
tion's most outspoken “white su- 
premacists” began about the time 
of the Fairgrounds Park swimming 
pool disturbances. . . 

Thriving on the tense atmosphere 
that followed the bloody fnirident, 
Hamilton began to expound his racial 
theories in street corner harangues 
and promote interest in an organiza- 
tion “to defend the heritage, rights, 
dignity and welfare of the white 
race.” From that beginning he has 
transferred his hate of the Negro 
people to a growing gang of some 
600 or more Missourians. 

Serving as national organizer and 
editor of the official hate-sheet, the 
White Sentinel, Hamilton has proved 
himself a tireless and prolific writer.

“In the case of nations now divided 
against their will we shall continue to 
seek unity through free elections 
supervised by the United Nations to 
ensure that they are’ conducted

If the Prime Minister is sincere 
a Part i — to answer 
questions regarding the possibility of 
a general election conducted by the 
United Nations in Northern and 
Southern Ireland, to determine if 
the Irish people desire to be united 
or remain divided as they are at 


The Guatemalan civil war, which aroused such 
intense North American attention, ended a 
month and a half ago with the overthrow of a 
Communist-penetrated government. 

Did the avid interest of the United States end 
with the war and the erasure of Communism? 

Witness the sweeping events which have oc- 
curred in Guatemala’s government and way of 
life in six weeks: 

The junta under President Castillo Armas has 
suspended the constitution, continued the sus- 
pension of civil liberties, limited voting to those 
able to read and write (possibly 45 per cent of 
the electorate), assumed control of the courts, 
taken direction of provincial governments and 
suspended application of the popular land reform 
law pending a new one, which is still pending. 

In short, the three-man government has as- 
sumed absolute power in Guatemala. 

* . * 

Some of these measures may be expected fol- 
lowing a revolution, and some were essential to 
clear out the remnants of a Communist influence 
which was as cruel as it was conspiratorial. 

Nevertheless, President Castillo Armas has set 
no date and offered his people no definite hope 
for return to constitutional government. “As soon 
as the country returns to normal,” is all he says. 

We cite the record in Gyatemala, however, 
not so much because of its domestic effects as 
because of comparative lack of attention to them 
in the United States. 


When Communism was the issue in the tiny 
Central American republic, interest in this coun- 
try was downright excited. Now Communism is 
out. What next? 


Two things should not be forgotten by 
North Americans. One is that Communism grew 
its roots in Guatemala during a long period of 
United States indifference. This country was not 
excited by the oppressive dictatorship of Jorge 
Ubico. It did not jump at the opportunity to as- 
sist democracy when Ubico was overthrown 10 
years ago. 

. . . 

But when Communism then moved in on the 
government, the United States not only exerted 
its influence to assist the successful revolt, but 
promised Guatemalans a better day ahead. Hence 
this nation has assumed a moral obligation 
toward the future of a neighbor. 


Just a few days ago Ambassador Peurifoy re- 
peated Washington’s hopes for Guatemala. He 
said that the new government there intends to 
“maintain the social and economic gains that 
have been made and to improve them.” 


This is a hope and a pramise—not only for 
Guatemala, but for the United States. And since 
much of the world and certainly Latin America 
will hold our country largely responsible for 
what occurs, our national interest in the sister 
republic must be constantly maintained.

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Military and Scientist Co-operate 

The solutions of the many problems and proj- 
ects dealing with development of new weapons 
are highly important in keeping war from com- 
ing to this nation. 

The Army, the Navy and the Air Force are all 
seeking the newer, the faster, the lighter, the 
heavier, the more automatic, more everything 
weapons and counterweapons. They cannot pos- 
sibly do without the best help that the best 
scientists can give them in achieving their goals. 
From the scientists and even from within the 
Pentagon has come evidence that rigidity and 
stupidity have been hampering the scientists. 

Today’s Mirror of Public Opinion, an article 
by Roland Sawyer in The Christian Science 
Monitor, gives convincing proof of the progress 
that can be made when military men and 
scientists are enabled to co-operate without 
silly restrictions. May the example cited by 
Mr. Sawyer be taken to heart in every office 
in the Pentagon!

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Two Kinds 

Joseph T. Meek, G.O.P. nominee for the Sen- 
ate in Illinois, visited a Republican party picnic 
in a grove north of Belleville Sunday afternoon. 
Between handshakes, he took a crack or two at 
the Post-Dispatch.

‘ tor Douglas’s folksy opponent then ranged him- 
self against the Eisenhower Administration's 
health reinsurance plan; indeed he indicated that 
he could not quite understand how the President

Finally Mr. Meek, who campaigns on an Ar- 
thur-Godfrey-plain-as-an-old-shoe basis, threw 
himself squarely behind Senator McCarthy who, 
as everybody must know by now, is openly at 
war with the Eisenhower Administration. Yet 
Mr. Meek is “strong for the President” and said 
repeatedly that he wants the voters of Illinois 
to give him a chance “‘to go to Washington to 
join the great crusade.” 

Fortunately for the G.O.P., Mr. Meek is not 
the only kind of Republican senatorial nominee 
in 1954. There are Republicans like Mrs. Mar- 
garet Chase Smith of Maine and Clifford P. Case 
of New Jersey. Mr. Case is a man of enough 
conviction to announce that he will, if elected, 
vote next January to strip Senator McCarthy of 
his chairmanships in the event of Republican 
control of the Senate. That stand is politically 


that McCarthy insult as “one of the blackest 
marks in the history of the Senate.”

Failure at Brussels 

The plain failure of the Brussels conference 
is a disappointment to the free world for more 
reasons than one. Both West European defense 
and political partnership have received a set- 
back, 

Europe's defense problem now apparently must 
be solved in some form other than EDC. The 
other five nations at the Brussels meeting would 
not give France the concessions toward a looser 
military federation upon which Premier Mendes- 
France insisted. He in turn yielded little to- 
ward the supranational military alliance which 
his country had originally proposed. 

Now the defense issue rests momentarily on 
the. meeting of Mendes-France with Winston 
Churchill in England. The French premier 
made it plain on landing that he still hopes to 
achieve a British-French military partnership 
which would keep German rearmament under 
control. 

This has been the basis of French anxiety from 
the beginning. If Britain had been able to enter 
the EDC herself, French approval would have 
been practically certain. But France doubted 
her own power to lead an EDC and to suppress 
‘a possible rebirth of German militarism, despite 
Anglo-American assurances of full assistance. 

If France and Britain can now agree on terms 
for rearming ,West Germany, Europe’s defenses 
can still be strengthened against the threat from 
the East. But,the military road is uncertain, and 
Europe’s hopes of a steady march toward unity 
have been dashed. 

EDC was to have been the military counter- 
part of the coal and steel community to which 
all six EDC countries also belong. Like the 
military plan, the economic merger also came 
from France. These twin proposals were great 
in inspiration; but one is expiring before the 
eyes of its originator.

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Challenge in 30 Days 


The Joint Committee on Atomic Energy should 
not on any account be deterred from its plain 
duty to examine further into the proposed 
Dixon-Yates power contract. 

The atomic act just passed by Congress re- 
quires that any such contract shall lie with the 
committee for 30 days before signing. If the 
committee should mark its first response to this 
mandate by breaching it, the intent of Congress 
would be well on the way to being nullified. Yet 
this is what the Budget Bureau and AEC have 
asked the joint committee to do. 

A special obligation rests on the joint commit- 
tee to preserve the independence, integrity and 
efficiency of the Atomic Energy Commission. All 
these attributes of the commission are at ques- 
tion in the proposed contract which President 
Eisenhower has ordered AEC to sign. The de- 
sirability of hearings is being urged upon the 
commission by Gov. Clement of Tennessee and 
municipal and private groups in the Tennessee 
Valley. 

The joint committee shguld, furthermore, look 
beyond the contract and into the indications of 
trouble within the commission which the con- 
troversy over the contract has disclosed. 

AEC Chairman Strauss conferred with Budget 
Director Hughes.and private-utility officials for 
months over the proposed contract without let- 
ting his fellow-commissioners know what was 
going on, Carl R. Baldwin’ of the Post-Dispatch 
staff reports from Washington. This bears out 
the earlier complaint of some of the commission- 
ers that they were denied access to information 


essential to the proper discharge of their respon-. 


sibilities. 

The then deputy general manager of AEC, 
Walter Williams, and General Counsel Mitchell 
were in on the negotiations, and consequently 
were parties to keeping the facts secret from 
other commissioners. This brings up the ques- 
tion of whether members of the AEC staff con- 
sidered themselves under the authority of the 
entire commission or whether they regarded it 
as proper for them to play off one faction within 
the commission against another. 

If office politics is being played with the atom, 
the joint committee bears a grave responsibility 
to know about it and help put a stop to it. The 
Dixon-Yates contract, and the conditions sur- 
rounding it in the AEC, present the joint com- 
mittee with the most challenging 30 days’ work 
it is likely to confront in some time. 
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Where Help Is Needed 


Let it be said frankly that the hands-off policy 
of the AFL Central Trades & Labor Union with 
respect to the proposed City Charter amendment 
for the earnings tax is disappointing. Approval

WASHINGTON. 

It hasn’t gotten big headlines, but 
the Navy believes it has now largely 
solved the submarine problem for the 
security of the United States. Here isa 
remarkable achievement. There has 
been no fanfare because the project un- 
der which this was undertaken has been 
secret for obvious reasons. 


How it was done, or the way in which 
it was done is not secret. It is a matter 
of the greatest importance. For what has 
been achieved for naval defense can be 
achieved for other 
great problems of 
national defense, 

The story of the 
Navy’s success in 
combatting the sub- 
marine problem, 
either the snorkel- 
type, hydrogen-per- 
oxide, or the atom- 
ic powered subma- 
rine—any of which 
can remain  sub- 
merged for very 
long periods—is re- 
vealed in:a recent 
report by a congres- 
sional committee 
whose chairman is Representative R. 
Walter RiehIman (Rep.) of New York. 


It is related by Dr. Lloyd V. Berkner, 
one of the leaders of the nation’s scien- 
tists, and can be told no better than in 
his own words. 

“In 1950 the Navy realized that... 
the antisubmarine problem was getting 
completely out of hand. With great 
wisdom, Adm. Sherman, then C.N.O., 
asked the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology to organize the “Hartwell 
project. 


“Under this project, the Navy request-

ed that a group of scientists represent- 


ing every conceivable scientific disci- 
pline be brought together to investigate 
the entire problem. 


“The Navy asked that this be done 
without limitations by preconceived 
ideas, but that rather the whole poten- 
tialities of science be explored to deter- 
mine whether in some way we could 
regain control of the submarine. 

“The project was organized... . These 
scientists were thoroughly briefed on 
the entire strategic situation ... and no 
relevant information was withheld. ... 
They were free to discuss these prob- 
lems fully with orfe another in terms of 
their own particular specialty. 

“During the first two months the prob- 
lem appeared to be more and more in- 
soluble and discouraging. But continued 
and continuous exposure to the prob- 
lem forced some very unusual and fun- 
damental thinking about it. ... New 
ideas hegan to emerge... . The project 
reported several outstanding military 
weapons concepts, based on new poten- 
tial applications of science and new 
combinations of alder ideas. 

“AS a consequence of this study, the 


Navy can now see its way clear to 
bringing the antisubmarine -problem 
into hand.” 

There is a lesson here of the most 
fundamental importance to the future of 
mankind, as well as the United States, 
and there is hope, substantial basis for 
hope, to be drawn from this incident. 


What has been done once can be done 
again and again and again. And this 
needs to be done, for obvious reasons 
of relative military security in the atom- 
ic-missile age, again and again and again. 
The primary lesson is similar to that 
— in the history of the hydrogen 

mb. 


For several years nuclear scientists 
thought the H-bomb could not be built. 
But following President Truman’s order 
of January, 1950, there was a mass at- 
tack by the scientists on this problem. 
At last there came a break-through, as 
the scientists say: Dr. Edward Teller had 
a brilliant idea. Gordon Dean, then 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, called the nation’s eminent nuclear 
physicists to Princeton and sat them 
down around a blackboard. In two days 
the problem was indisputably solved. 
This, essentially, was the way that weap- 
on of fantastic destruction was built. 


The same thing happened in discov- 
ering a system of defense against the 
submarine. The scientists were called 
together, The prospect was gloomy. 
There was a mass attempt to solve the 
problem. “The whole potentialities of 
Science” were explored. 

The scientists “were free to discuss” 
the problem “in terms of their own 
specialty.” Wisdom was applied in re- 
laxing secrecy rules. Then “continuous 
exposure to the problem forced some 
very unusual and fundamental think- 
ing.” And now the problem has been 
brought “into hand.” 


There are two ways out of the fright- 
ful mess in which the world now finds 
itself because of the hydrogen bomb, 
the guided missile, and other weapons 
of devastation. One is the emergence of 
a stable peace, seemingly not in sight; 
the other is the creation of methods of 
defense to counterbalance the awesome 
weapons. “Continuous exposure” to 
both the problems of peace and defense 
is a must. 

In the field of weapons, examples cit- 
ed show what can be done if the scien- 
tists and the military authorities co-op- 
erate with mutual trust and respect. This 
is not the case today. The Riehlman 
report shows repeatedly that the Gov- 
ernment has scarcely begun to solve the 
problem of developing the crucially nec- 
essary partnership between scientists 
and the military. 


Yet that shows also that some 
defenses can be erected when men, civil- 
ian and military, are awake and alert.

World Council Pageant Presents 
Plight of 40,000,000 Refugees 


Religious Leaders Tell of Situation in Ger- 
many, Korea, Trieste, Hong Kong and 
Churches’ Relief Programs.

EVANSTON, Ill, Aug. 23— 
The World Council of Churches 
last night remembered the “lost 
sheep” of the human race—the 
40,000,000 refugees scattered 
over the face of the earth. 

The plight of the refugees was 
told in a pageant presented by 
a cast of 50 performers. The 
title, “By the Waters of Baby- 
lon,” was taken from the open- 
ing lines of the 137th Psalm 
which describes the sorrow of 
the Jews in exile from Jerusa- 


lem. Leaders of the apo be- 
lieved that pages of tistics 
would not present the world- 
wide relief program of the

matic documentary.

ers, intolerant methods among 
Soviet states, irresponsibility 
‘among some of the less devel- 
oped countries? 

“What is the role of the state

“What can the Church do to 
stimulate local initiative for im- 
proying living conditions in spe- 
cific countries?” 

A holy communion service was 
held yesterday for participants in 
the assembly, but many could not 
come because of their differing 
concepts. 

Some 2000 Episcopalians, Pres- 
byterians, Baptists, Methodists, 
Lutherans, Congregationalists 
and others moved to the altar 
rail at the First Methodist 
Church to kneel and accept the 
sacrament.

testants in training, then issue 
their predictions. 


These predictions are, of 
course, supposed to be the 
opinions of the celebrities, 

._ reached after due considera- 
.* tion of the merits of both men. 
= It has been clear for a long 

time that many of these fore- 
casts were inspired. One ex- 
champion would pick A and 
another B. 

So clear-cut has the pattern 
become that the newspapers 
of the country usually throw 
the predictions in the waste 
basket and the followers of 
boxing pay little or no atten- 
tion to those which do reach 
the light of day. 

There are occasions, how- 
ever, when a boxing authority 
not closely identified with a 
promotion makes a prediction 
which has the ring of being 
a genuine personal opinion of 
sufficient merit to warrant 
publication. 

Such was the case before 
the Rocky Marciano-Ezzard 
Charles bout last June. 

Barney Ross, former welter- 
weight champion of the world, 
who has maintained close re- 
lations with the game but not 
with any single promoter, pre- 
dicted that Charles would 
knock out Marciano in four 
or five rounds. 

Now, Marciano was training 
at Grossinger’s, a resort about 
100 miles north of New York 
City with which Ross has fong 
been connected.

He'll be doing it daily 
tomorrow through Friday at the 
Firemen’s Championship Rodeo 
and Thrill Circus, for the bene- 
fit of the St. Louis Firemen’s 
Relief Association, at Oakland 
Stadium. : 

Since he’s performed this act 
several hundred times with only 
minor mishaps, Frakes isn’t a 
bit nervous about it, but Carol, 
who has become a veteran dyna- 
miter herself, gets the jitters. 
After all, she’s married to 
Frakes nowand, as she puts it, 
she’d “kinda like to keep him 
around a while.” Her only con- 
solation is that at least he’s not 
doing some of the really crazy 
things he used to do, such ag 
crashing a ee plane into a 
lake or flying it through a 
house. 

A lifelong daredevil, Frakes 
has’ made a career and a tidy 
living out of taking calculated 
risks which he doesn’t even con- 
sider risks. R 

“You don’t risk, you know 
how,” he smiles. “It’s like 
driving an auto. You know the 
risk is there but you feel you 
can accomplish it. ‘You study 
and experiment and figure out 
the know-how.

Frakes uses a regular-size 


from him and a “gimmick” be- 
tween him and the explosive 
protects him.

This gave 
him his first experience with 
dynamite and he got over being 
scared of it though he still re- 
spects it. : 

“It’s one place where you 
don’t want familiarity to breed 
contempt,” he has said. 

In. 1914 he and his older 
brother, Ewing, started an elec- 
trical wiring business in Co- 
lumbia, Tenn., and Frank drove 
a motorcycle in a manner that 
caused older folks to predict 
he’d kill himself one of these 
days. That ‘was only the begin- 
ning. In 1916 he went to Detroit 
to learn to fly, but on his first 
time up the instructor crashed 


Force because of lack of edu- 

cation, he went into the in- 
fantry. In 1919 he and a former 
pilot bought a war surplus plane 
and went around the country 
barnstorming. The rate at that

How long he intends to keep 
at blowing himself up he can’t 
say. He does 50 shows a year, 
usually in the 10 weeks’ summer 
season, and feels that, “Once 
a showman you're always a 
showman.” 


Looking back on his career, 
Frakes can’t label any accident 
as his “biggest scare.” 


“I’m not a person that gets 
scared,” he says. “Even in tight 
spots I try to keep my head, 
think and plan. If things get 
tight, think. If you don’t train 
your mind that way you'll get 


them now. Well oriented, Ike 
can obey city traffic lights, 
guard a car on a parking lot, 
and sleep peacefully in an air- 
conditioned hotel lobby. Any- 
one entering Hotel Kings-Way 
this week may see him stretched 
out between the entry doors. 
Incidentally, Ike’s name has po- 
litical connotations; Frakes calls 
himself “one of those Tennessee 
Democrats that voted independ- 
ent.”

“I've lived in such a small 
world,” he says reflectively.

about him, then it is time to ask the help of the physician 
who works with children to see what can be done. 

But fathers and mothers need not hold back any 
teaching of a healthy fear of a dangerous activity. A healthy 
child usually has an instinctive fear of such things anyway 
and a strong admonition to be careful will do no harm 
and may prevent some.
